Jury selection began on Feb. 1 and the trial started

A hearing is scheduled for Monday, Feb. 22, in 
hich the jury will listen to mitigating circumstances 
nd determine whether Percell will receive a sentence 
f life without parole or the death sentence. 

Clerk of the court estimated that the hearing is 
xpected to be short-lived, so perhaps The News will 
ave that determination before press time next week, 
dar. 25. 

Percell’s case was transferred to Van Nuys on 
uly 31, 1992, from Pasadena in an effort to speed 
ip the trial, now in its fifth year. There had been 
nany continuances and postponements. 

Percell had been held without bail for the double 
nurder of his parents. 

The Percells were found murdered in their Sierra 
vladre home on Nov. 16, 1988. The coroner said 


they had been dead from 24 to 48 hours at that point. 

Both were found gagged and bound at their feet 
and wrists in separate rooms in the home. Each had 
been shot. 

Jeffrey Percell had fled the scene, along with 
Mrs. Percell’s cream-colored Mercedes, and on Dec. 
13, 1988, he surrendered to Burlington, Vt. police. 
After an extradition fight, Percell was returned to 
California in April 1989. The preliminary hearing 
began May 24, 1989, with Percell pleading not guilty 
to the double count of murder. 

Attorneys for Percell were Michael M. Crain 
with co-counsel Rowan Klein, from the law firm 
Klein and Crain, who were appointed by the court to 
defend Percell. Percell went through several attorneys 
and decided at one time to defend himself. 

Elton “Butch” Sims was prosecuting attorney 
and Judge Beauford H. Phelps sat on the bench through¬ 
out the trial.

Weeks ahead, the city staff hoists the Fete’s 
purple and white wistaria banners on tamp posts 
along the main streets. Flyers are printed andTlis- 
played, and this year a community calendar was pre¬ 
pared. Thousands of tickets are sent out on request. 

And all this started because of the fame of the 
Wistaria Vine with its spectacular canopy of fragrant 
purple flowers. Tourists come, some returning year 
after year, to walk along the petal-strewn paths, try¬ 
ing to catch the elusive colors with their cameras, 
and to enjoy the tranquility of one of nature’s mar-

Fowler was a music teacher in the Pasadena schools 
for 13 years. She and her husband, Douglas Farrell, 
have a 4-year-old daughter. Fowler is past City Coun- 
cilwoman and mayor in Sierra Madre. She is present¬ 
ly budget and resource analyst for Pasadena. 

Smith, incumbent, is a former bank vice presi¬ 
dent and is presently executive director of a nonprofit 
foundation being formed for school dropouts. He 
taught business at PCC for seven years and was an 
active police volunteer for 15 years. He and Mrs. 
Smith have three children in the Pasadena school 
system. 

In the contest for Seat 1, George Padilla won 
easily over Tim Price, challenger, collecting 61.6 per¬ 
cent of the vote. Ann Pursel overturned her oppon¬ 
ents for Seat 5 with 61 piercent of the vote (7519). 
Andrew Paterson won 28.6 of the votes and Kevork 
Keushkerian came in with 10.4 percent of the votes. 

Election turnout was 12.8 percent. 


The jury for the Jeffrey Percell trial came back 
with a guilty decision of first degree murder Saturday, 
Mar. 12, after deliberating since Mar. 9. Percell was 
accused of murdering his parents, Doris and John

Smith received 34.9 percent (4356 votes) with the other 
challenger, Geoffrey Commons, receiving 18.9 percent 
or 2361 votes. 

In order to win the election, someone would 
need to receive more than 50 percent of the vote. 
Therefore, Smith and Fowler will square off on Apr. 20. 

“I was definitely very encouraged by the numbers. 
1 realize there is a lot of work ahead. I hope the 
strong showing proved that the district is looking for 
change and that the people would feel more com¬

Wistaria Fete 1993 
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What’s in a name? 

In the case of Sierra Madre’s Wis¬ 
taria Vine, lots of things are what’s in 
the name(s). 

First, the spelling; is it “a” or “e” 
in the second syllable? We in Sierra 
Madre - we local historians, archivists 
and journalists - generally ascribe to 
“wistaria” with an “a.” 

Such venerable sources as Sunset’s 
“New Western Garden Book” and many 
botanists favor “wisteria” with an “e.” 

The American Heritage Dictionary 
is ambivalent: it offers both spellings, 
both for the vine and for the man for 
whom it was named. 

Henry Wistar (Wister) was honored 
in 1818, the year of his death, for his 
contributions to science by having the 
vine carrying his name (whichever way 
it’s spelled) into the future. 

But legend and custom here in the 
village which boasts the world’s largest 
such vine have tended to use the “a” 
version. 

Then there are nicknames. 

It’s been “The Lavender Lady” to 
describe both its color and its delicacy. 

On the other hand, it’s been called 
“The Monster” for its tenacious, ram¬ 
pant growth which early on led to its 
covering the house on which it grew, 
eventually collapsing the roof. 

Although the wistaria is a member 
of the pea family, its flat seeds and pods 
resemble beans; hence the nicknames 
“Jack’s Beanstalk” and “Glorified 
Bean.” 

And for its location, the vine has 
been called both “Queen of the San 
Gabriels” and “Sierra Madre’s Treasure.”

We were seated close to a distin¬ 
guished-looking gentleman dressed impeccably 
and with crisp, grey, curly hair. 

The waiter brought us our soup and salad, 
and leaning over the table, whispered, “Do you 
know who you are sitting next to?” 1 shook 
my head. “Cornelius Vanderbilt,” was the re¬ 
ply.

The elegant Mr. Vanderbilt departed, tak¬ 
ing his millions with him, and no doubt think¬ 
ing of next day’s stock market, where he might 
pick up a few million for petty cash or pocket 
money. Soon after, the two ladies left, leaving 
a great void in the moral tone of the dining car. 
We did not see them again. I hope they went on 
to Chicago where good works are always sorely 
needed, but seldom asked for or appreciated. 

The rest of our journey was devoted to eat¬ 
ing, sleeping and watching the scenery go by, a 
most delightful way to spend time. We reached 
Chicago, intact and unscathed by our close brush 
with great wealth and near sainthood. We were 
in the fabulous Windy City, on the shore of Lake 
Michigan, a fitting place to end a great railroad 
journey.

He has 
spent almost as much time in libraries as in his 
home or in the classroom or the lecture hall, and 
he depends on librarians to help him find the 
books out of which he creates his own books. 
In this book he starts with the Stone Age library 
and goes all the way to the Distant Future. Here 
is a merry way to learn how it all started, where 
it is now and where it seems to be going.

has a blue arm. The rest of the book rapidly 
deteriorates into a woeful tale of drunken de¬ 
bauchery. 

According to Thompson, Hawaii (specifi¬ 
cally Kona) is not what you see in tourist brochures. 
He endures a month in “paradise” waiting out 
storm after storm, finally forced to flee a slimy 
red tide that washes away their habitat. Then 
he must deal with crazy Samoans, rabid real 
estate agents, garbage bags of marijuana stashed 
in a flea-infested hotel room, and a first mate 
on a botched fishing trip who snorts heroin - you 
know, the usual touristy things. 

Every few pages, sidebars on Hawaiian 
legend and lore, especially when the natives mis¬ 
take Captain James Cook for Lono, pop up for 
no apparent reason amidst Thompson’s ranting 
and raving, causing you to ask, “What the hell 
has this got to do with anything?”

In the mystical tide of life, my stream- 
of-consciousness state of mind flowed into the 
similar thought processes established in this 
rambling, babbling account.

This is an example of 
how old ways of thinking 
die hard. 1 was speaking 
with two men who were 
doing some work at our 
church, both of whom are 
Christian and attend 
churches of their own. 
Somehow the subject of 
AIDS came up, as it does 
more and more frequent¬ 
ly in my conversations 
these days. 1 mentioned 
that a man 1 knew had 
recently died of AIDS- 
related illness. 

The first thing that 
either of the guys said 
was, “Did he have hemo¬ 
philia?” I replied that no, 
he was gay. Then I was 
treated to some witness¬ 
ing about how AIDS was 
God’s way of getting rid 
of the gays who violate 
God’s laws, and so on, 
replete with quotes from 
the Bible. 

This encounter taught 
me an important lesson: 

I have simply got to do a 
better job when it comes 
to discussing the subject 
of AIDS with other Chris¬ 
tians. I just can’t let cer¬ 
tain “religious” perspec¬ 
tives go unchallenged, such 
as the oiurageious notion 
that the God of love would 
send a lethal epidemic to 
punish homosexuals. That 
is simply sub-Christian. 

As a pastor. I often 
visit persons with various 
respirators’ ailments caused 
or exacerbated by smok¬ 
ing. My father died of 
emphysema when he was 
only 62. after a smoking 
career that spanned near¬ 
ly half a century. 1 know 
how it feels to lose a loved 
one to smoking-related 
illness. .And 1 know how 
terrible I would feel if 


somebody came up queu¬ 
ing scripture to prove that 
lung cancer and emphysema 
are God’s way of punish¬ 
ing those who smoke. If 
1 said this, I would prob¬ 
ably be looking for a new 
church assignment pretty 
soon. 

AIDS is not a “gay 
disease.” It is a human 
disease, and like all other 
human diseases, it calls 
for our prayers, our com¬ 
passion and our care for 
those who suffer. In our 
text for this Sunday, a 
man who was born blind 
is brought to Jesus. Then 
his disciples ask him, 
“Whose sin caused this 
man’s blindness, his own 
or that of his parents?” 
There is that same old 
blame-the-victim think¬ 
ing. And isn’t it true 
that when we can find 
some cause for a certain 
form of human suffering, 
we can distance ourselves 
from that suffering? 

Jesus answered, “It 
was not that he sinned 
nor his parents that sinned; 
he is blind so that the 
works of God might be 
revealed through him.” 
In other words, the true 
Christian response to suf¬ 
fering is not “Why did 
this happen?” The true 
Christian response to suf¬ 
fering must be “With 
God’s help, what can we 
do now that this has hap¬ 
pened?” 

The next time some¬ 
one asks me how an .AIDS 
sufferer was infected, even 
if I know the answer. 1 
am going to say to them. 
“That's irrelevant. What 
is relev ant is what you and 
I can do to help.”

How long is 25 years? 
It took Pete Rose that long 
to eclipse the all-time ma¬ 
jor league hit mark. The 
Donahue show recently 
celebrated its silver an¬ 
niversary. And disco’s 
popularity peaked 2 '/i 
decades after Elvis cut his 
first record. 

On Mar. 11, Pastor Dick 
and Dottie Anderson com¬ 
pleted their 25th year at 
SMCC. During that time, 
with God’s grace, what 
was once a fledgling con¬ 
gregation has grown into 
an evangelical body that 

has played an important 
role in the lives of count¬ 
less people. To honor 
their service, a “25th An¬ 
niversary Weekend of Cel¬ 
ebration” will take place 
over the next few days. 
The weekend will be a tes¬ 
timony to the work that 
God has performed through 
them. 

That work is vast in its 
scope. Between 1968 and 
1993, SMCC grew from 
approximately 150 mem¬ 
bers to more than "’00. The 
number of worshippers 
increased from about 75 
during one worship ser¬ 
vice to more than 900 dur¬ 
ing four services today. 
The pastoral staff increased 
to 13 people. SMCC 
bought the Hospitality 
House and the New Life 
Center in 19S1 and occu¬ 
pied the office just east of 
the main sanaua'A . I; al¬ 
so repurchased the Old 
North Church in 19"6. 
These buildings are ’used 
for Sunday School and 
other meetings. The 100th 
aimiversary of the Old 
North Church was cele¬ 
brated in 1986. The num¬ 
ber of adult Sunday school 
classes increased from 
one - taught by Pastor 
Dick - to more than a doz¬ 
en led by a cadre of talent¬ 
ed teachers. The church 
completed an earthquake 
reinforcement program 
between January and 
October 1990 and sub¬ 
sequently weathered two 
earthquakes. One destroyed 
the bell tower and signi¬ 
ficantly damaged the choir 
room. Both of those 
projects are near com¬ 
pletion. 

“When Dick arrived, I 




would estimate we had 
about 150 members,” said 
former church moderator. 
Bud Wunderly, a member 
of the church since 1964. 
“If we had 75 people in 
the one service, that was 
normal.” According to 
Wunderly, it was Pastor 
Dick who agreed to ac¬ 
cept Sunday School teach¬ 
ers loaned to SMCC by 
other San Gabriel Valley 
churches, including Lake

“This is the day the 
Lord has made; let us be 
glad and rejoice in it.” 
(Psalm 118) What kind 
of day is it that the Lord 
has made?

This is the month that 
the Sierra Madre Play¬ 
house celebrates its 100th 
production, no small 
achievement in an area 
where small theaters can 
come and go so quickly. 
A survival of 20 some 
years makes the Playhouse 
second only to Altadena’s 
venerable Theater Ameri¬ 
cana for longevity, and 
TA does only four or five 
shows a year to SMP’s 
six or seven. Charles 
Andrese and Stan Zalas 
have found a formula that 
works, even if occasion¬ 
ally by a shoestring, and 
a loyal and supportive 
audience. These things 
can be done, but not with¬ 
out an incredible invest¬ 
ment of time, money and 
energy by SMP’s produc¬ 
ers, not to mention the 
hundreds of people who 
have had fun and given 
pleasure over the years. 
These people are the tho¬ 
roughly theater-addicted. 
Their offerings vary in 
excellence but the standard 
is high and 80 percent of 
the time achieved. Can 
Broadway say more? 

We are talking amateur 
theater here, you under¬ 
stand. The Pasadena 
Playhouse started out that 
way 75 years ago, but is 
now a full professional 
house. SMP has resisted 
the temptation to become 
an equity-waiver house, 
thus keeping the prices 
down and giving the big 
reservoir of skilled amateur 
actors in the area a place 
to fed like pros. Amateurs, 
according to the vay word, 
are those who pursue their 
enthusiams for love of 
what they are doing, rather 
than for money. 

As for this production, 
“Dames at Sea” is a cute 
little satire on “42nd 
Street,” “Follow the 
Fleet” and other movie 
musicals of the ’30s. A 
mini-mini musical, a cast 
of six manage to tell as 
silly a story and suggest 
as lively a chorus as any 
Ruby Keeler-Dick Powdl- 
Busby Berkely extravagan- 


nocent ingenue (Jennifer 
Storey); her worldly-wise 
buddy (Maren Jacobson); 
two handsome lads to fall 
in love with them at first 
sight (Kevin Van Kampen 
and Kevin Liggett); a 
femme fatale (Joanne 
Taylor) and an older man 
for her to flirt with (Jerry 
Marble). 

Unfortunately, only 
Taylor and Marble really 
catch the spirit of the piece, 
especially in their slick 
rendition of “The Be- 
guine.” Director Kathie 
Fitzpatrick has, for some 
reason, chosen to play the 
nonsense as straight as 
possible. Storey is very 
pretty and almost as sap¬ 
pily sincere as necessary; 
Jacobson has her gum and 
her voice to give her char¬ 
acter. Van Kampen, and 
to a slightly lesser extent 
Liggett, while diligently 
doing as directed, seem 
to be performing in a 
dream. 

The genre being spoofed 
depended heavily on tap 
dancing, and this cast 
tap dances with great con¬ 
centration and earnestness. 
Perhaps they will loosen 
up as the run progresses. 
Or it can be played off as 
part of the spoof. Ah, 
well -. 

But it would have been 
nice to show the sellout 
audiences of this celebra¬ 
tion some of SMP’s highly 
professional best work.

“Our Country’s Good” 
by Timberlake Werten- 
baker at Pasadena City 
College’s Little Theater 
is based on a 1788 inci¬ 
dent in Australian history 
when a few of the officers 
in charge of one of the 
early shiploads of exiled 
criminals decided that put¬ 
ting on a play would give 
everybody in the new set¬ 
tlement more beneficial 
entertainment than the 
frequent hangings. Brav- 


directs a cast of convicts 
in “The Recruiting Of¬ 
ficer,” a contemporary 
comedy, convinced that 
learning the speech emd 
manners of the elegant 
characters of the play 
could not help but pro¬ 
vide some desperately- 
needed self-esteem to men 
and women living and be¬ 
ing treated worse than 
animals. 

Eloquently, and occas- 
sionally humorously, the 
story pleads the case of 
the arts as a civilizing in¬ 
fluence and a test of a 
society’s health. 

In a large cast, Kara 
Lemon stands out as an 
embittered pickpocket 
learning about irony, and 
so does Tim Camarillo as 
a sympathetic simpleton. 
Marty Aghejian has an 
opportunity to act up a 
storm as a navy man crack¬ 
ing under the difficult 
circumstances, and Joe 
Maddox is a welcome 
voice of reason in high 
places, but all the many 
characters are well realized 
by director Duke Stroud’s 
competent actors. 

PCC Theater Arts pub¬ 
licity is not all that it 
should be, but excellent 
adult contemporary plays 
are given imaginative pro¬ 
duction by professional 
directors and students 
aiming at professional 
careers. Such schools 
provide good theater at 
low prices to the communi¬ 
ty and the community 
should respond by pro¬ 
viding dependable audiences 
in return. 
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Call 585-7216 for in¬ 
formation about this and 
future shows. The marque 
at Hill and Colorado is 
another source of infor¬ 
mation. 

Time is getting short to 
take youngsters to the Nine 
O’clock Players’ version 
of “The Secret Garden,” 
an attractive musical based 
on Frances Hodgson Burn¬ 
ett’s classic book, adaption 
by Linda Klein and Robert 
Roth, music by Kim Oler, 
lyrics by Allison Hubbard. 
(Note: Do not confuse this 
with the pretty but con¬ 
fusing Broadway produc¬ 
tion). 

As usual, the Players 
have excellent costuming 
and an imaginative set, 
and the play itself is com¬ 
paratively brief and to the 


point, although aimed at 
a slightly older group of 
children than sometimes. 
The story concerns spoiled 
Mary, dropped into a cold 
English estate and left to 
her own devices. She 
meets the owner’s son, 
Colin, sickly and equally 
selfish, but her fascina¬ 
tion with a mysterious 
walled and locked section 
of the garden eventually 
leads to a new life for 
everyone. 

Karen Koyle is an ex¬ 
cellent, sweet-voiced actress 
as Mary; Arlen O’Hara 
makes a sturdy Dickon, 
the gardener’s son, com¬ 
plete with pet squirrel; and 
Doretta Lee is a convinc¬ 
ing Colin. The song, 
“Checkers,” where the 
bored children illustrate 
their frustration, comes 
off especially well.

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‘Sierra Madre’ soared above the village in 1930s 


By Phyllis Chapman 

On May 21, 1927, Charles Lindbergh made his 
spectacular solo flight to Paris. Just three years later, 
in 1930, flight fever was running high in Sierra Madre. 
Adolph Kelterbom was building a sailplane in a build¬ 
ing he rented in Kersting Ct. (Magdalene’s Upholstery 
shop’s location today). 

On Sunday, Mar. 23, 1930, Kelterbom took the 
plane, which he called “Sierra Madre, to Palos 
Verdes where it could be launched off the cliffs. He 
was accompanied by a large crowd of helpers and local 
supporters. Before this crowd had time to recover 
from seeing the sensational takeoff, the plane crashed. 

The crowd rushed to the wrecked plane expecting 
to find Kelterbom injured. They were surprised in¬ 
stead to see him step out jauntily and unscathed. 

“When 1 saw the ground rushing up at me, 1 
knew 1 could not escape it,’’ he said. “The wing 
touched and 1 put the nose down and braced myself 
for the shock.’’ In spite of this misfortune, he began 
work on a new model before the day was out. 

Friends say Kelterbom was an extremely bright 
man. Born and educated in Germany, he emigrated 
to the United States in the 1920s because of the poor 
economic conditions in that country after WWI. Fol¬ 
lowing the war, Germany was prohibited from manu¬ 
facturing regular airplanes so gliders became very 
popular. This is why he used German plans to con¬ 
struct his niane. 


Bobby Clark, a native Sierra Madrean who had 
an auto body shop here for many years, says that at 
the time Kelterbom built this sailplane, it was the 
tgest one in the world. They were all very mvolved 
at Joseph Belohlavek’s garage which was ocated 
where Happy’s Liquor is today, and were all good 

“'"when the sailplane «aa eompleted. Kelterbotn 
practiced launching it Iron, Orange O™™ 
nis courts are there now) heading to Foothill Blvd. 
There were no trees in the way and it was clear sailing. 
In fact, Hollywood used the area at one tme to make 

its early movies about flying, such as Wings. They 

constructed an airfield, a hangar, and had several 
planes parked there. Roy Buchan remembers as a 
youngster that he and his friends would climb into the 

planes and play “pilot.” 

Ross Tyree remembers, too, when his teacher 
at Sierra Madre School, Mrs. Steinberger, took 
her class down to Orange Grove to watch Kelterbom 
practice launching his plane. Part of the log •'ept by 
Kelterbom of these trials is as follows; “First flighL 
perfect pull off. short flight, 1000 feet, height 200 
feet, full turn to right, perfect landing. Time, one 
minute.” 

“Second flight - faulty launching, tripper re¬ 
leased too soon. Four hundred feet, perfect landing. 
Time, 15 seconds.” 


“Third flight - launching good, height 200 feet. 
Pilot forced to turn to avoid wires over highway and 
parked cars preventing landing. Bank too steep for 
aeleron to pick up sufficiently. Right wing hits ground, 
then nose crashes. Pilot unhurt.” 

The launching of the plane at Palos Verdes was 
done as you would shoot a sling shot. Several men 
assisted and strong bunge cords were pulled back and 
released when the air currents seemed right. Before 
the trip to Palos Verdes, they actually had a christen¬ 
ing of the plane at Orange Grove with flowers and 
champagne. 

Several glider experts who witnessed the trials 
declared the “Sierra Madre” showed marvelous grace 
and flying efficiency in its brief existence. The only 
criticism was that the test was too severe for a first 
launching. 

“1 wrecked the plane,” said Kelterbom, “but I 
satisfied myself that it would fly and that satisfaction 
pays me for the loss. I was overwhelmed by enthusiasm 
over the graceful, easy way the plane took to the air. 
The accident was caused by the failure of the aeleron 
to pick up when the right wing went into a slip. I tried 
to do too much the first time out.” 

A picture of the “Sierra Madre” can be seen in 
“Sierra Madre Vistas,” the history of our town pub¬ 
lished by the Historical Society. 

After the failure at Palos Verdes, says Henry 


Oregfit, Kdterbom the built a glider whidi they launched 
in Altadena and out at the desert, and had great fun 
with that plane. His crew of faithful workers who 
helped buUd the “Sierra Madre” were still on the job 
helping him build a better ship.

It once 
was named one of the “Seven Horti¬ 
cultural Wonders of the World.’’ 

The other six “wonders” were Cal¬ 
ifornia’s redwood forest in Sequoia Na¬ 
tional Park, Brazil’s tropical jungle in 
the Amazon Valley, Mexico’s Xochimil- 
co floating gardens, India’s gardens of 
the Taj Mahal, Japan’s Yokohama rock 
gardens, and England’s gardens of Buck¬ 
ingham Palace. 

Lists varied a little. In one, the 
Taj Mahal was omitted in favor of the 
Shalimar gardens of Kashmir.

Clerk shot during armed robbery 


A store clerk received 
a bullet wound to his leg 
in an armed robbery and 
shooting incident that 
took place at the Carob 
Tree health food store 
last Friday afternoon. 

The robbery occurred 
at about 1:15 p.m. at the 
store, located in the 1000 
block N. Santa Anita 
Ave. in Arcadia. Two 
suspects, described as 
male Hispanics, entered 
the store and brought an 
item to the counter. As 
the clerk was ringing up 
the transaction, one of 
the suspects pointed a 


semi-automatic handgun 
at him and ordered him to 
the floor. 

One suspect yelled to 
close the front door and 
as the clerk got up and 
went to the door, a suspect 
fired a round from his 
guii, striking the clerk in 
the leg. It is not known 
whether the suspect’s de¬ 
mand to close the door 
was directed at the clerk 
or the other suspect, ac¬ 
cording to the Arcadia 
Police Department re¬ 
port. 

The suspects then took 
approximately $600 from 


the cash register and ran 
out the front door to their 
vehicle, which was described 
as a silver or metallic 
blue Japanese-made com¬ 
pact.
